BLOOD WAS SHED 


Before the Horde of Striking Convict 


Miners were Subjugated. 


Leavenworth, Kan., March 20.—The j 


victory of Warden Tomlison over the 
!S4 convict miners who held 15 guards 
as prisoners for over thirty hours was 
not bloodless as was first reported. 
Two strikers were shot in a volley the 
guards fired' when they finally de- 
scended the shaft to cow the starving 
won. The wounded are Ralph Clark, 
shot through the elbow, serving twenty 
years for highway robbery, and Alfred 
Hatfleld, shot through the leg,-serving 
ten years for manslaughter. "Warden 
Tomlinson led eight guards, who des- 
cended into the shaft., He climbed up 
the shaft alone and reported that the 


miners were in no .danger ot starving, 
as they had decided to kill and eat 
mules. 
As he and guards were lower- 


ed they could hear miners shout 
"We've got them onthe run." Before 
the cage touched the bottom, the 
miners made a rush at the guards, car- 
rying picks, crowbars and chunks of 
coal. "You're afraid to shoot" they 
shouted, but the guards promptly open- 
ed fire and at tha first volley the at- 
tackers dispersed into a dark recess 
of the mine. Warden Tomlinson con-

paroxysm of coughing is naturally dis- 
concerting. Yet there are plants which 
will do this -whan the broom or the 
duster begins

.This singular plant is the "cough- 
Ing bean." known to the botanist as the 
Kutada. lussiens. It is a native of warm 
and moist tropical countries, and can- 
not and -will not stand dust. 
When 


dust settles upon the breathing pores 
in the leaves of this plant and chokes 
them a gas accumulates inside the 
loaves, and when it gains sufficient 
strength forcibly "'blows off," clearing 
the pores of dust anil making a sound 
exactly lit;e coughing. 
At the' same 


time the leaves tremble and the plant 
actually "gets red in the face," through 
the sinking of the green chlorophyll 
grains and the appearance of red parti- 
cles on the leaves. This plant is some- 
times used as a house plant, and 
sweeping the room sets it coughing, to 
the intense astonishment of persons 
not familiar with its peculiarities.
